PARIS, Sept. 28.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—It is not improbable 
that former King Constantine of 
Greece will go to Denmark, accord- 


ling to a statement made to the As- 


sociated Press tonight by the mar- 
shal of the court of Prince and 
Princess Christopher of Greece. 
Constantine, the marshal said, ie a 
prince of Denmark by virtue of the 
fact that his father was a Danish 
prince. He added that unless Den- 
mark raises objections, the abdi- 
cated monarch probably will find 
a haven there. 


ATHENS, Sept. 28.—[By the Asso-} 
ciated Press.}—Col. Plastirag and Col. 
Gohatas, leaders in the revolution, en- 
tered Athens today at the head of their 
troops and were received with enthu- 
siasm. 

A “provisional revolutionary com- 
mittee” has been formed, and has 
issued the following proclamation:

“ By mandate of the people of Athens, 
Piraeus and environs I wished to place 
myself at their head and engage in a 
struggle to save the throne of King 
Constantine. As a result of the earn- 
est exhortation of the king, who op- 
poses all bloodshed, I renounce all re- 
sistance and beseech the people to con- 
form also to the desire of our beloved 
king. Gen, FRANGOs.” 

The revolutionists have occupied the 
central telegraph office, leading to dis- 
organization and .the nonreception of 
telegrams. 

A group of retired officers, followers 
of Venizelos, and Cretan gendarmerie, 
partisans of Venizelos, occupied the mil- 
itary headquarters at Athens, thus col- 
laborating with the main body of revo- 
lutionists, who are described as na- 
tionalists. 

Committee of Twelve. 

PARIS, Sept. 28.—[By the Associated

ry, infantry, artillery, and machine 
gunners. All political prisoners were 
released from the jails this afternoon. 
The revolutionists have complete con- 
trol in Saloniki, where no resistance 
was offered, and also at Mytilene, 
Chios, and all Avgean islands. 

In an interview with THE TRIB- 
UNE today, Gen. Mazarakis said: “‘ Our 
first intention is to wage war in 
Thrace, preventing the Turks from 
taking the country. This is the will 
of the entire Greek nation. We wish 
to support and help the entente, and 
our policies are entirely with the en- 
tente policies, but we shall not sur- 
render Thrace. 

“We will set up a national provision- 
al government and immediately call 
elections. We will immediately invite 
M. Venizelos to take charge of the 
foreign policy of Greece.”

tht Mr. Ettelson gave an opinion sanc- 
tioning the payments to the experts. 

“Let him produce it,” Mr. Ettelson 
shot back. “ Payments of a half a mil- 
lion dollars to one man never were 
sanctioned by me. If my advice had 
been asked and taken no such pay- 
ments ever would have been made. 

“You will not find on the vouchers 
for the payment of these huge sums to 
five men the words ‘O. K. Samuel 
A. Ettelson.’ You will find, on the 
other hand, .the words, ‘O, K. M. J. 
Faherty,’ on every such voucher. Fa- 
herty cannot lay any responsibility for 
his experts at my door.” 


Cannot Find Opinion. 


In spite of Mr. Ettelson’s remarks, 
employés of the city controller's office 
informed Controller Harding that the 
opinion mentioned by Mr. Faherty had 
been seén either in the controller's 
office or the law department. A dili- 
gent search for the opinion was begun 
but at 6 o’clock last night it had not 
been found.

ized the controller to disregard the 


proviso in the city budget that certain 
funds be expended only by authority 
of the city council, but no opinion 
passing directly on the question of 
payments to experts. 

; Demanded Mayor’s Veto. 

It was Faherty, on the other hand, 
who demanded of Mayor Thompson 
that he veto an amendment to the ordi- 
nance providing for the employnmnt of 
the experts on a per diem instead of a 
percentage basis, the Ettelson backers 
say. It was their employment on the 
percentage basis which permitted the 
collection of more than $2,740,000 by 
five of them in a little overa year. The 
council made the change in attempt to 
curb such payments. The mayor, at 
Faherty’s request, vetoed the amend- 
ment. 

“Faherty, mad as a hornet, came to 
the mayor’s chair on the council ros- 
trom and demanded that he veto the 
attempt to cut the size of the experts’ 
payments,” declared one of Mr. Ettel- 
son's assistants, who was present at 
the time. “ Faherty turned to two law- 
yers present and said, ‘What do you 
mean by letting such a thing get 
through the council in my absence? 
Payment on a per diem basis would 
put us out of business down there.’ ” 

Mayor Thompson remained aloof 
from the Ettelson-Faherty battle yes- 
terday, declaring that when the ques- 
tions involved come before him he will 
“ follow the law.”

Searchers led by Deputy Sheriff Paul

MONEY—IN WASHINGTON? 


In June, 1921, an effort was made by the collector 
-f internal revenue in this disteiet to ascertain 
whether the five experts who had received nearly 
$3,000,000 in fees from the city had paid a propor- 
Vionate income tax. 

On being summoned the experts refused to make 
disclosure. ‘Thereupon legal steps were taken to 
compel disclosure. After argument before Judge 
Landis the proceedings seem to have passed into 
abeyance. 

Meanwhile a curioys process took place in the 
revenue department. The experts had contended 
that they were municipal employés and as such 
exempt from the federal tax. The solicitor of the 
intefhal revenue bureau did not accept this con- 
venient theory but held that the experts had per- 
fogmed work under special contracts the returns 
upon which were subject to the income tax just 
as the returns on any other contract with the 
city are. 

But later this ruling has been reversed, and we 
may assume that this new holding was at least 
the ostensible reason for the abeyance of coyrt 
proceedings. e 

The net result, at any rate, has been to leave 
the experts’ fat profits untaxed. It has been said 
that the enormous sums paid them were hot re 
tained by them but were in part passed on. If 
this ie the fact, as we do not doubt, there is nothing 
to show that the sums passed on were taxed in 
the possession of their beneficiaries. .

There ia nearly $3,000,000 of the people's money 
that has not paid income tax, so far as can be found! 
out. That means in this case something rotten. 
It ought to be disclosed and cut out. 


FOR A NEW COUNTY JAIL. 


The campaign for the presidency of the Cook 
county board is now promising to bring up, among 
other things, the question of erection of a new 


-jail. Certainly there are few improvements more 


needed in this county, and candidates for the 
office in which the inception of such an improve- 
ment may le wil do well to include it in their 
platforms. | 


Conditions in the present jal) are not only ea dis 
grace but a menace to the community. It is 
overcrowded to the point of indecency. Lack of 
proper accommodations drives men convicted of no 
crime, but- awaiting trial, into the closest associa- 
tion With confirmed criminals. Out of 10,000 incar- 
cerated there last year, 4,000 were not convicted 
of crime, But they received a schooling in crime 
at the hands of the other 6,000 which is likely to 
turn many of them into criminal paths. It is 
physically, morally, and socially bad. Cells built 
to accommodate one prisoner are now housing 
three or four. The unescapable eviis of any jail are 
thus multiplied three and four times.in the Cook 
County jail. Fee 

Numerous efforts have been made td correct this 
condition by building an adequate modern struc. 
ture, They havé all been beaten, either through 
the ignorance of the voters called upon to approve 
a bond issue, or by the manner in which such an 
issue was put up to them. The public does not 
wish to authorize a heavy expenditure for such 
purposes without knowing something about the 
way in which the money is to be expended. A 
Gefinite program, including plans for the new struc- 
ture, should be included in any campaign to obtain 
the necessary funds. 

With such an educational campaign there is 
Uttle doubt that the voters of the county would 
authorise @ new and adequate structure. It might 
even sguthorize two—one for prisoners awaiting 
trial, adjecent to the Criminal! Courts building, and 
one for convicted prisoners seryjng their time, in 
@ cheaper and more remote location, where space 
gould be hed for workshops and other activities 
which might tend to correct the criminal as well 
@s to restrain him for a limited time. 

We need the jail. There can be no doubt of that.

George Seldes’ announcement’ from 
Moscow of the award of big contracts and conces- 
sions for oll, gold, platinum, coal, and forest ex- 
ploitation*by American capita! proves the extent 
of the soviet retreat noted by THE TRIBUNE months 
ago.

The completeness of the soviet government's re 
pudiation of communism is revealed in the words 
of Minister of Trade Krassin: “ There is no com- 
munistic syatem now. We have a capitalistic sys- 
tem and we have a state of capitalism. There is 
no nationalization of property. The workers’ coun-

That seems to mark the end of the greatest ex- 
perimerg in communism and the greatest economic 
and social collapse in the history of the world. To 
be sure, the guarantees mentioned probably are 
nothing more than promises, and it has been & 
tenet of the dictatorship of the proletariat that the 
breaking of any promise is honorable and good if 
it works to the benefit of the proletariat against 
the bourgeois and the aristocrat, but in this case 
the necessities of Russia tend to make that prom- 
ise good. Conceésions are being granted to Ameri- 
can capital not because Russia wants it but because 
it must have it to restore economic life. If the 
concessions are repudiated the country again will 
sink back into chaos. There seems to be official 
realization of that fact. 


\We may expect the concessions to be yupheld 
ant the rights and capital of Americans protected 
in self-defense. It is the logical outoome of an 
experiment doomed from its inception to failure 
because it was opposed to human instinct. Sonmie 
remnants of communism and sovietism will con- 
tinue on their own momentum, but bolsheviem in 
general will degenerate more and more into a polit-

VOTERS ON OCT. 7 


Party Leaders Strive to 
Get All on New Books. 


BY E. O. PHILLIPS. 

Record smashing registration of vot- 
ers in Chicago for the approaching 
elections is the forecast political 
spokesmen make for Oct. 7. 

Here is the program that will con- 
front men and women who register 
either on Oct. 7 or Oct. 17-—the two 
days fixed for making an entirely new 
list of voters: 

The general election on Nov. 7, at 
which state, congressional, legislative, 
and county officers will be chosen. 

The vote at the same election on the 
adoption of the Illinois soldiers’ bonu$ 
act passed by the 1921 legislature, 
carrying @ $55,000,000 bond issue, pay- 
able immediately to Llinois soldiers in 
the world war. 

The vote, also on Nov. 7, on the pub- 
lic policy question as a test of opinion 
as to amendment of the Volstead act 
to permit the manufacture and gale of 
light wines and beer. 

The special election on Dec. 12, at 
which the new constitution for Illinois 
will be up for ratification and at the 
game time the selection of two new 
Supreme court justices in the Cook 
county district. 

The February primaries, at which 
candidates for mayor will be nominated 
and preliminary elections for aldermen 
in the new fifty wards under the non- 
partisan law will be held. 

The April election, at which a mayor 
will be chosen for four years. 

The June election, at which Superior 
and Municipal court judges will be 
elected, the latter conditional upon rati- 
fication of the constitution. 

Importance of Registration. 

As one county chairman put it last 
night: 

“The citizen who performs his duty 
on Oct. 7 and registers in his new 
precinet qualifies himself for the most 
important series of elections that has 
been presented in Chicago.” 

Registration wil! be un entirely new 
deal. The new fifty ward system goes 
into operation. Precinct lines have 
heen changed in every section of the 
city. New polling places have been 
established in hundreds of instances. 
. The old books have been destroyed, 
“and no one may vote at any of the 

foregoing elections unless registered 
in his or her new ward and precinct. 
Party Leaders Busy. 

The big drive by the political or- 
ganizatoins will be to put everybody 
on the books on Oct. 7. Republican 
factional leaders have reached a work- 
ing agreement whereby the full 
strength of all will be directed toward 
full registration.

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END STRIKES BY 
VOTE OF PEOPLE, 
SENATOR'S PLAN

Result to Be Accepted by 
Both Sides. 


BY GRAFTON WILCOX. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 28.—([Spe- 
cial.]—Settlement of serious industrial 
troubles, which result in strikes detri- 
‘mental to the public welfare, by direct 
vote of the people is a suggestion pro- 
posed here today by Senator George 
Wharton Pepper [Pa.], who took a 
leading part in bringing the recent 
anthracite coal strike to an end. 

Senator Pepper in a statement pre- 
pared for the Nation's Business, organ 
of the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce, declares that there cannot be 
compulsory arbitration of labor dis- 


putes in the United States, and substi- 
‘tutes in Meu of such ean agency for 
strike settlement the idea of speciai 
national elections to bring prolonged 
strikes to an end. 


Both Sides to Abide by Vote. 


Both sides to any serious national 


strike which would come within the 
scope of the proposed law, Mr. Pepper 
would have committed by the statute 
to abide by the verdict expressd at 
the polls. While this would not consti- 
tute compulsory arbitration it would 
furnish federal means for forcing in- 
dustrial disputes to an end when their 
continuance jeopardizes the public wel- 
fare. 

“We might as well recognize,” says 
Benator Pepper. “that courts cannot 
wolve the coal problem; that compul- 
sory arbitration and legislative price 
fixing will not solve it, and that anger 
and distrust will only make matters 
worse, 

“It may even become necessary to 
provide by law that in case a strike in 
an essential industry lasts more than a 
specified time the issue shall be sub- 
mitted to all the people at a special 
election. Neither side could object to 
the compulsion of a verdict at the 
hands of the American people. Thank 
God, we still trust the collective judg- 
ment of all the people. Were that to 
fail us, America would soon be éne 
with Nineveh and Tyre and Babylon.” 

Senator Pepper says that the atti- 
tude of the public toward coal varies 
from intense interest in time of a strike 
to calm indifference in time of peace.

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FILM DIRECTOR'S. 
SUIT CENSORED 
OUT OF COURT 


‘Jim’ Young Criticized for 
Charge Against Wife. 


BY EDWARD DOHERTY. 

Los Angeles, Cal., Sept. 28.—[Spe 
cial.]—The suit of Jim Young, moving 
picture director, against his former 
wife, Clara Whipple Young, was 
thrown out of court this afternoon for 
lack of evidence and because of the 
judge’s belief that a woman should be 
presumed to be chaste unless some 
proof is shown to the contrary. 

Young sought to have the decree of 
divorce set aside and to recover the 
property he gave his wife before the 
divorce on the ground that some ten 
or eleven months after the divorce she 
was guilty of misconduct with Robert 
Russell, a young moving picture actor. 

The witness by whom he hoped to 
prove his allegation was mysteriously 
absent, the affidavit the latter had 
made was not signed by him, and, any- 
way the judge decided that even if 
he did prove misconduct at the time 
mentioned it could have nothing what- 
ever to do with the case. 

No Case Established. 


“TI learned at my mother’s knee,” he 
said, *‘ that a woman is always virtuous 
until she has been proven otherwise, 
and my legal training has not weak- 
ened that conviction. There is noth- 
ing here to show that at the time of 
the settlement Mrs. Young was not vir- 
tuous, nothing to show that she con- 
templated being otherwise,’ 

“We'll ask for a nonsuit,” said Mrs. 
Young’s attorney, Milton Cohen. 

“ Granted,” said the judge. 

Young stood up. His former wife 
looked at him, stared at him, standing 
but three feet from her. He did not 
look at her. He said nothing. 

But Mrs. Young had some things 
to say—things that have been bottled 
up within her for fourteen months, 
and Russell, too, had something to say 
— that he intended to file suit for slan- 
der against the movie director, that he 
intended to “ spend the rest of his life, 
if necessary, to get him.” | 

Come Back Suits Threatened. 


It is declared, also, that Tom Moore 
and Jack Pickford are contemplating 
suits for slander, because, in deposi- 
tions, their names were dragged into 
the case, by innuendo. 

“I never want it to be remembered 
that I was married to Jim Young; that 
I bore his name,” Mrs. Young declared. 
“T interd to drop his name at once 
and go back to the good old New Eng- 
land name of Whipple. 

“TI had my opportunity to have this 
case dismissed some time ago, but I 
refused for the very good reason that 
—like Judge Hahn—I learned at my fa- 
ther’s knee to respect his name. I 
went into court to,fight to take from 
that name all the mud with which Jim 
Young besmirched it. I have proved 
now that he had no case, and my life 
in the future will prove he never could 


WELFARE BODY 
OF CATHOLICS 
GETS APPROVAL 


Indorsed by Hierarchy 
of Charch. 


Washington, D.'C., Sept. 28.—The 
National Catholic Welfare council was 
authorized today by the hierarchy of 
the Roman Catholic church of America 
“to continue and to intensify the ac- 
tivities which have resulted in the 
greatest good during the last year.” 

Announcement of the authorization, 
which churchmen said would clear up 
uncertainty existing in some quarters 
as to the scope of the welfare council, 
was made by Archbishops Hanna of 
San Francisco and Curley of Balti- 
more, at the close of today’s session of 
the annual meeting of the hierarchy. 

The members of the hierarchy, com- 
posing the committee, Cardinal O’Con- 
nell of Boston, nearly a dozen arch- 
bishops, and more than fifty bishops, 
previously had received and consid- 
ered reports on the activities of each 
department of the council during the 
| year. These reports, especially along 
| social service and educational lines, 
were said to have shown remarkable 
accomplishments.

Mr. Huff refused to comment on the 
rumor that other team members were 
on the carpet here, but remarked that, 
he knew of at least one of last year’s 
varsity who would not return to the 
diamond in the spring, after a season of 
summer ball.

Lundin-Thompson aldermen, attempt- 
ed to have the mayor’s latest traction 
suggestion sent to a “special subcom- 
mittee” rather than to the regular 
subcommittee on busses, of which Ald. 
Thomas O. Wallace, an unfailing oppo- 
nent of Lundin-Thompson policies, is 
chairman. Efforts of the mayor's 
friends brought about a 6 to 6 tle. 
Chairman U. 8S. Schwartz cast the de- 
ciding vote, sending the plan to Ald. 
Wallace’s subcommittee. 

Although there was no direct vote 
on the bus plan, the temper of the com- 
mittee appeared cool toward the ex- 
penditure of $3,000,000 on a municipal | 
bus experiment. 

“Other cities are doing their best to 
get rid of busses,” Ald. Thomas _F. 
Byrne asserted. 


Toman Flatly Opposed. 


“TI am ready to go on record against 
busses’ right now,” Ald. Toman  de- 
clared. “‘They may be all right in a 
country of mild climate, but they are 
not a success where there is intense 
heat and snow. Any One who believes 
that busses can be operated on a nickel 
fare i@ crazy. In London the charge 
is 3 pence, or about 6 cents of our 
money, for a mile ride on a second’ 
class bus and 12 cémts on a first class 
bus.” : |

Cullerton Denies He
